SUNDAY OBSERVANCE. 

President-Elect Cleveland Strongly Objects 
To a Sunday Concert As a Feature 
of Ills Inauguration. 

Washington, D.C., March 1.— Tho Secre- 
tary of the Interior to-duy received tho 
following telegram from the President-elect : 

Lakkwood, N.J., March I, LSliS. 
To ilic .Scent/try of the Interior. 

I am strongly opposed to 'ho use of tho pen- 
sion building for a Sunday concert on tho 5th 
instant, and object to regarding such a thing as 
a feature of the inauguration.

Secretary Noble immediately sent tho 
following reply to Mr. Cleveland : 

Washington March 1, 1893. 
Hon. drover Cleveland, lAikcwood, S.J. 

Your telegram received. Orders were Issued 
already forbidding the use of the Pension build- 
Iniion Sunday, and I am gratified that this 
action is in accordance with your wishes. 
(Signed) Jciiin VV. Noule, Secy. 

Before tho telegram from Mr. Cleveland 
had been received, Secretary Noble had for- 
warded the following communication to tho 
chairman of the Inauguration committeo : 

DlCPARTMEN T OK THE INTEBIOB. 

Washington, March 1, 1833. 
Co/. James (I. Barrett, chairman of the lu- 
ll uguration committee. 
Sm: — My attention has been called to tho 
fact that it is the purpose of ihe Inauguration 
committee to open the Pension building on 
Sunday the 6th instant, for one or more musical 
entertainments, at which a oha, ire for admission 
will be made. I havo lo inform you that in 
granting tho use of the building for tho In- 
augural, it was not contemplated thai tho 
building should be open to the public on Sun- 
day, nod as Ihere will bo an opportunity on tho 
subsequent day during which the building is 
at tho oisposal of the committee to give I he con- 
certs rofei red to, the useof li "jnslon build- 
ing on Sunday for that pu - . will not ho 
pormilted.

KAIULANI'S LAMENT. 



She Deplores tho Unjustified Attempt 
Made to Take. Her Little 
Vineyard. 



Her Appeal to Christian America Not 
to Allow Its Flag- to Coyer 
Dishonor. 



New York, March 1.— Princess Kaiulani, 
nieco of tho deposed Queen Liliuokalani, of 
Hawaii, ia hero. She arrived to-duy on tho 
steamer Teutonic, which sailed from Liver- 
pool February 22. With her were 
Theophilus Daviea and Mrs. Davies, who 
aro the English guardians of tho Princess. 
Miss Davies and Mies 'WhartoofF, compan- 
ion to the Princess, E. C. McFarlano, the 
ox-Minister of Finance to the' dethroned 
Queen Liliuokalani, and Dr. Mott Smith, 
tho present Hawaiian minister to this coun- 
try, went down the bay on the revenuo cut- 
ter Chandler to meet tho young Princess. 
They boarded tho steamship immediately 
after she left the health ollicers'ship boarding 
station. There was quite an army of curi- 
osity seekera on the pier to get a glimpso of 
the Princess. A suito of rooms had been 
engaged for the party ut tho Ilrevoort Houeo 
and they were driven there immediately 
after coming off the steamship. The Prin- 
cess is IS years old, and ia a tall, beautiful 
young woman of sweet face and slender 
figure. She has the soft brown eyes and 
dark complexion that mark tho Hawaiian 
beauty. She had como to the United States, 
alio Btiid, more for the purpose of learning 
and observing for heriolf the nature of tho 
people who had been asked to take control of 
her country, then to make a formal peti- 
tion for her crown. " That," she said, "is 
rightfully mine, and if the Americans are 
the noble-minded people I have leaaned to 
regard them as, they will not be a party to 
the outrage by which 1 have lost my birth- 
right." In regard to her views on the seri- 
ous aspects which the government of Ha- 
waii is likely to assume, Princess Kaiulani 
referred to her guardian, Mr. Davies, who 
had prepared a statement, both on hia own 
and her behalf. 

Princess Kaiulani's statement says : 
" I stand upon your shores to-day where I 
thought eo soon to receive a royal welcome 
on my way to my own kingdom. I come 
unattended, except by tho loving hearts 
that have come with mo over tho wintry 
seas. I heur that commissioners from my 
land have been for many days asking this 
nation to take away my littlo vineyard. 
They spoko no word to me, and leave mo to 
find out as I can from the rumors of the air, 
that they would leave mo without a home 
a name or a nation. Seventy 
years ago Christian America Bent 
over Christian men and women to give re- 
ligion and civilization to Hawaii. They 
gave ua the Gospel, Thry made us a nation 
and wo learned to low- ui.d trust America. 
To-day three of tho buns of these mission- 
aries aro at your capital asking you to un- 
do their fathers' work. Who sent them '.' 
Who gave them authority to break the con- 
titution which they swore they would 
keep? To-day, I, a poor weak 
girl, with not one of my people 
near me, and all these Hawaiian statesmen 
against me, have strength to stand up for 
tho rights of my people. Even now 1 can 
hear their wail in my heart, and it gives me 
strength and courage, and I ain atrong, 
strong in the faith of (iod, strong in the 
knowledge that I am right, strong in the 
strength of seventy millions of people who, 
in thia free land, will hear my cry and will 
fuse to let their Hag cover dishonor to 
mine.' 1 

Mr. Davies statement is as follows : 
" After the revolution of 1887, Mr. Thurston 
came into power and enjoyed very generally 
tho confidence of the natives and foreigners. 
At that time the Princess Kaiulani, heiress 
presumptive to the throne, was eleven 
years of age, and it was felt to 
be very important that alio should be 
sent entirely away from the surroundings 
and influences of Hawaiian court life, in 
order that she might be trained in the quiet 
lomo atmosphere which would enable her 
more litly to take up her future position aB 
sovereign. Mr. Thurston repeatedly urged 
that the young Princess should bo sent to 
England. With thia object in view, in 
1889, and when ahe was 13 years of r.ge, tho 
plan was carried out, and Princess Kaiulani 
was acnt to England in charge of a lady 
who was about to spend a year 
in Europe, and who undertook to 
place her at a suitable school which had al- 
ready been selected. At the end of the first 
year the result was deemed bo satisfactory 
that King Kilakaua was persuaded to con- 
sent to a continuance of the young Princess' 
stay in England and, aa the lady who had 
been her chaperon had to return to Hono- 
lulu, a request was made by the father of 
tho Princess, with the written concurrence 
of the King and the then Princess Liliuoka- 
lani, that Mrs. Davies and myself would act 
as guardians during the Princess' stay in 
England. 

" Princess Kaiulani has thus been en- 
tirely as one of our own children and has 
spent all her holidays with us. Her one 
idea and our one idea, has been to prepare 
her for a return to her own land during tho 
present year, when she attains her majority. 
One of the last acts of the Hawaiian Legisla- 
ture, of which four of the five commissioners 
now at Washington were members, was to vote 
a aum of §4,000 for the ovpenaea of tho re- 
turn tour of the heiress apparent. Arrange- 
ments wero in progress for her reception 
by tho Qv.eerj of England, during tho 
coming spring, and then sho was to make a 
prolonged visit to Washington, New York, 
Boston and other great American cities, 
finally reaching Honolulu in October or 
November for her coining of ugo. 

" When the news reached me by cable of 
the revolution in Hawaii 1 wrote to the 
Minister, pointing out what appeared to 
me to bo the grave difficulty in tho way. 
The most striking fact of thia cablegram, 
next to its apparent heartlesaness, ia the 
fact that its accuracy ia not confirmed by 
any telegrams that havo been pub- 
liahed in England. Why it was 
sent or who sent it I do not, 
know, put aa loyal guardians and 
faithful friends, there was only ono thing 
for ub to do— to stand hero beaido tho Prin- 
cess in the presence of those representatives 
of Hawaii, who would transfer her birth- 
right, without the civility or the humanity 
of one word to her in explanation or even of 
sympathy. We como hero with no official 
status and with no official information ; but 



with the conviction that the Government 
and people of tho United States will 
not lend their countenance to tho 
disinheritance for no fault alleged 
against her or her nation, of a royal lady, 
who huB, with singular grace and courage, 
endeavored to fit herself for her high station 
and has shrunk from neither duty nor sacri- 
fice in the effort. I feel a good deal of 
sympathy for the conimiaBioners, who must 
find themselves in a position of great em- 
barraaament. Soveral of them wero con- 
cerned in tho preparation of tho Hawaiian 
constitution of 1887, which they compelled 
the King to accept and siuco to maintain. 
At least four of tho commissioners have 
taken tho oath to tho same conatitution and 
it has been adopted by the nation. 

" YN hen Liliuokalani ascended tho throne 
alio took the usual oath, and by that con- 
atitution Princess Kaiulani was proclaimed 
heiress to tho throne. Tho Queen appears 
to havo violated her constitutional oath and 
to havo laid herself open to deposition, but 
that cannot affect tho constitution itsolf nor 
tho oaths which the commissioners took. 
There is no pretenco that tho Hawaiian 
electorate ever know of the revolution at tho 
date of tho cotnmissionora' departure on 
their present mission, and it, ia difficult to 
boo how they can sufficiently define their 
present position to enable them to writo 
to the heiress apparent, and to announce 
tho circumstance of their arrival. I do not 
for a moment believe that any of them 
would be guilty of intentional cruelty or 
even discourtesy to tho Princess, and tho 
inconceivable treatment which their silenco 
towards her has betrayed them into must 
arise from tho difficulty they find in recon- 
ciling their present attitude with tho knowl- 
edge that their oath to sustain the Hawaiian 
constitution binds them to the succession of 
tho Princess, unless the nation itself releases 
them from that oath." 

Mr. Davies was delighted to learn that 
the question of the annexation of Hawaii 
had taken a new turn in tho Senate and 
that practically it was laid over for the con- 
sideration of the next administration. " Wo 
lo not mean to get a hearing with President 
Cleveland in an official capacity," Mr. 
Davies said, "but simply as private indi- 
viduals. What hia deciaion ia will scarcely 
be affected by our viait. Tho Princess felt 
that in face of tho threatened annexation of 
Hawaii by tho United States sho ought to 
come here, where sho could learn directly 
what was tho true feeling of tho people. 
Wo will remain in New York until Friday, 
thon wo go to Boston, where we will remain 
until after March -t. From there we pro- 
ceed to Washington, where wo expect to aeo 
President Cleveland."

Land Sales-A St. Patrick's Soci- 
ety Formed. 

WINNIPEG, March 1. —(Special)— It ia 
said that a combine has been effected among 
all the proprietor of tho big saw milla und 
lumber yards at Rat Portage, Keewatin and 
Norman, on Lake of tho Woods, Tho firms 
affected are tho Keewatin Lumbering and 
Manufacturing Co., Dick Banning & Co., 
the Western Lumber Co., Ross Hall it 
Brown, the Minnesota and Ontario Lumber 
Co , and Cameron & Kennedy. Tho syndi- 
cate will be placed under one management 
according to published reports hero. 

The total amount realized during tho 
recent school lands sales in Manitoba, was 
$89,005, against $421,517 for sales last year. 

A St. Patrick's society of Manitoba 
has been formed here with Archer Martin, 
of this city, as president. 

CABLE NEWS. 



Terrible Calamity. 

VIENNA, March 1. — A terriblo calamity 
baa overtaken the villago of Gorgoly, near 
l'uks, Hungary. Owing to a sudden rise in 
tho Danube, ita 1.G00 inhabitants wero 
forced to flee from their mud huts to the 
church and school. Tho advancing waters 
finally compelled them to lice from these re- 
fuges or bo drowned in them. When they 
turned out again the flood surged nearly to 
their waists. The children and infirm were 
assisted by tho stronger as they struggled 
along toward Paks, with the waters con- 
tinually rising. First, one mother with fivo 
children gave up, sank and perished in the 
flood. They were followed by many others, 
the number of whom is unknown, and the 
survivors reached Paka in an exhausted and 
pitiable plight. 

Madame tiroTy Dead. 

Paris, March I. — Madame Grevy, widow 
of Jules Grevy, formerly President of 
France, died thia evening. 

The Neronic Missing. 

LONDON, March 1. — A premium of ten 
guineas per cent, has been paid for insur- 
ance on the Neronic, tho freight steamer on 
the \\ hite Star line which left Liverpool on 
February 11 for New York, carrying sev- 
eral passengers and a general cargo. Tho 
Neronic should have arrived in New York 
fully nine days ago, and anxiety in regard 
to the vessel has been greatly increased by 
the news from Americu, stating that tho 
Bovie, which left Liverpool February 17, 
brought no news of the missing vessel. 

Billion for Itra/.lllan Army. 

Bkhi.in, Feb. 27. — Tho Brazilian Govern- 
ment has ordered 70,000 small calibre 1 1 ilea 
and 35,000,000 cartridges from Loowo, the 
small arm manufacturer of this city. 

The Brazilian Insurrection. 

London, Feb. 28. — Tho Brazilian minis- 
ter states that the agitation in tho Brazil- 
ian province of Rio Grando do Sul is purely 
local and carries no menace of serious con- 
sequence to the general peace of tho Brazil- 
ian Republic, 

Bvan-Hawsoii Fifth! Postponed. 

New Orleans, Feb. '28, — The Ryan- 
Dawson match has boon postponed from 
March 1 until the night of March 9 oil ac- 
count of an accident which happened to 
Ryan's ankle while boxing last Sunday for 
a number of friends who visited the Ameri- 
can welterweight at his training quarters.

HARDLY HUMAN. 

A Boy Murderer Who Ia as Cold-Blooded und 
Deliberate ns the Worst. 

DENVER, March L— The trial in tho Dia- 
trict court yesterday of a whole family, 
consisting of little Anton Wood, his father 
and his mother, for tho murder of Josoph 
Smith on November 9 last, brought out 
eomo aenaationul teatimony. Aleck Baker, 
tho principal witness for tho prosecution, 
testified how the murdered man and him- 
self went out for a hunt in tho hills, when 
tho tow-headed Wood, with un old gun on 
his shoulder, accosted him and uaked him if 
ho owned that horBe, and being anawnrcd 
in the negative he felt tho chain he had on 
hia veat and aaked what timo it was, but 
when he told the kid he did not carry a 
watch the kid looked disguated and aaid : 

"You got nothing, havo you?" Then 
Smith came up und tho lad uaked him what 
timo it wu8. Joe pulled out a watch. Tho 
boy eyed it sharply and then coaxed Smith 
up B gulch, telling him there waa a lot of 
rabbits up that way. I separated from 
them, but toward dark I went in aoarch 
of them, but as I was afraid I would loao 
the trail I returned and met a runchor 
named Sherk. I described the boy to 
him and asked him if ho knew where ho 
lived. He said yea," but they wero danger- 
ous peoplo and told me the atory of how the 
boy stole hia watch and tried to ehoot him 
when he went after it. 

" Tho next day wo searched for Job 
Smith and found his body on the aido of tho 
hill. Ho was lying flat on his buck, his 
arms and legs woie stretched to their full 
length and his eyes were wide open. Ho 
was shot in tho back and was robbed of his 
jowelry. Wo suBpocted tho boy and found 
him concealed in tho houBe. When I asked 
why he killed Smith ho aaid : ' I wanted to 
get that gold watch and gun.' I asked 
what ho was going to do with the body and 
ho said ho was goiDg to let tho coyotes 
carry it away. Ho aaid hia father and 
mother wero going to dig a grave and chuck 
it in with tho re6t." 



EUSSO-AMERICAN TREATY. 

A Nihilist's Opinion as to the jraniierln Which 
It Would lie Used as a Drag Net. 

London, March 1. — Felix Volkhouvaki, 
the Nihilist, and Stepniak, in an interview 
with a reporter this evening, apoko at 
length concerning tho proposed cxtroditicn 
treaty between Rusaia and tho Unitod 
States. Mr. Volkhouvski said that al- 
though the Nihilist clause in the treaty 
purported to be directed againat 
persona who had tried to kill mem- 
bers of tho Imperial family, it, in 
fact, would be fur more comprehensive 
The Russian authorities would uao it 
as a drug net for catching all persona in 
America whoso declarations or acts woro 
distasteful to the Russian Government. His 
own experience with the Russian tribunals 
had caused him to believe that if tho Rus- 
sian authorities wished to disposo of a Rus- 
sian in tho United States who waa making 
himself objectionable to tho Russian Gov- 
ernment, thoy would as likely as 
not conduct a bogus investigation, 
incorporate a report of it in the 
judicial documents and upon thia falso baais 
make a claim for the extradition of that 
Russian againat whom they would allege 
murder or attempted murder. Thus the 
Russian Government would bo practically 
omnipotent over tho Uvea of the Rus- 
sians in tho United States aa it 
would bo impossible for tho Wash- 
ington Government to got behind tho docu- 
ment upon which extradition was baaed. 
" You muat remember," continued ho, 
" that according to tho Russian penal CGdo, 
any political eeoret society which aims to 
change tho existing form of government iB 
liable to bo treated exactly as if its 
members wero plotting against tho 
person of the Czar or other members of 
tho Imperial family. The judicial sys- 
tems, moreover, in Russia and tho United 
States are entirely dissimilar. Amer- 
icans ought to understand that if 
their Government sanctions thia treaty 
it ia taking a Btep towardB 
delivering over to torture or death mon 
who, according to tho American atandard, 
arc porfeetlj' good and law-abiding citizens." 
Stepniak expressed emphatically his 
approval of all that Mr. Volkhouvsky had 
said. 



THE VICE PRESIDENT. 

Hon. Adelul Stevenson Has Arrived In Wash- 
ington— HIb Journey and Reception. 

Washington City, March I. — Vice 
President elect Stcvenaon and party reached 
tho national capital at 0:05 yesterday morn- 
ing, tho journey from their Bloomington, 
111., home having occupied 34 hours. After 
leaving Cumberland the special train mado 
no stops until Martinaburg was reached. 
Hero the largeat crowd of the trip hud gath- 
ered. It blocked up the plutform and the 
parapet above, while the verandahs and 
windows of tho hotel were blocked with 
people. As the train came to a standstill 
the Martinaburg band played " America.'* 
A slight riin was falling and Stevenson con- 
tented himself with bowing his thanks to 
the reception committee from tho rear plat- 
form of tho ear, instead of going through 
tho usual handshaking programme.

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PRESBYTERIAN CHURCH. 



Tlio Troubles in St. Andrew's Church 
Brought Up and Re- 
ferred. 



Close of the Presbytery— Rev. Thomas 
Scoullar Elected Moderator 
of Synod. 



The Presbytery of Vancouver Island re- 
sumed business yesterday morning at 9:.'i0 
in the schoolroom of St. Andrew's church, 
when, besides the ministers and elders who 
wero prosont on tho provious day, thero was 
a largo attendance of interested members of 
tho St. Andrew's congregation. Rev. P. 
JlcF. Macleod, as modorator, took the chair 
and tho proceedings wero opened by singing 
tho fiftli hymn, reading tho fifty-seventh 
Psalm, and prayer. 

A communication was read from Rov. 
Alexander Younix, Wellington, aBking leavo 
to retiro, after forty years' Eervico in the 
church. Tho reverend gentleman reviewed 
his connection with the church, and stated 
thut ho did not desire to be put on tho pen- 
sion list. 

On motion of Rev. Dr. Campbell it was 
decided to accept tho resignation and for- 
ward tho same to the Oeuerul Assembly. 

Rov. Dr. Campbell explained why thero 
was no report from the Legislative commit- 
tee. Dr. Milne, Mr. Thornton Fell and he 
had boen appointed a committee to look 
after legislation in church mattors, but they 
agreed that such a committee might not 
have proper authority — thut action would 
come better from tho Synod or General As- 
sembly. They consequently had not moved 
in the matter. 

Rev. Mr. Macleod concurred. It was an 
easy matter for tho Episcopalians or Metho- 
dists to incorporate in this province, but 
with tho Presbyterians it was different. 

Tho next matter up for discussion was 
tho differences which have arisen between 
Rev. Mr. Macleod and a portion of his con- 
gregation regarding tho question of sti- 
pend. 

Rev. Mr. Macleod said that as ho was 
personally involved in this matter ho would 
leavo tho chair. Ho moved that Rev. Dr. 
Campbell preside. 

Rev. Dr. Campbell suggested that as it 
was a local matter it would perhaps be bet- 
ter that some of tho other clergymen present 
be called to tho chair. 

No other name, however, was mentioned, 
and the reverend gentleman consented to 
preside. 

Rov. D. MaoRae, as clerk to tho Presby- 
bytery, then proceeded to read voluminous 
statements bearing on tiio point at issue, 
which wero forwarded by VV. J. Finlayson, 
secretary of tho board of managers. Tho 
firBt was in the form of a petition signed by 
Mr. A. N. Henderson and nino othors, 
chiefly members of tho old board of manage- 
ment, who prayed that tho differences ex- 
isting between the pastor and the congrega- 
tion, which injuriously affected the " useful- 
ness of the pastor, session and office-bearers 
of tho church and the temporal interests of 
tho congregation, prevent the spiritual 
growth of tho people and bring discredit 
upon tho I'reabytertan Church in Canada," 
might form tho subject of investigation. 
Tho petitioners reviewed tho whole circum- 
stances of tho case, which they ulleged was 
tho direct causo of tho resignation of two- 
thirda of tho members of tho session 
and many members of the congregation. 
They sot forth that us tho church was in 
debt, they proposed to reduce tho salary of 
tho pastor to $'2,000 per annum, and that 
their action had been twice sustained by a 
majority voto of thu congregation assembled 
in public meeting. 

Thero was also u report from the members 
of tho present session, in which the cuso was 
fully reviewed from their standpoint. They 
asked that tho petition be dismissed, and 
denied the right of tho petitioners to repre- 
sent tho congregation, a majority of whom, 
it was claimed, wero in favor of the 
pastor, and wero willing that his salary 
should be J.'!, 000 per annum — a sum agreed 
to by Rev. Mr. Macleod. They further 
claimed that the public meetings alluded to, 
being held under disadvantageous circum- 
stances, could not be considered represent- 
ative. To decide this point satisfactorily 
they had a circular issued and sent to every 
member of the congregation, asking an ex- 
pression of opinion on tho Bubjeot ot tho 
pastor's stipend. The result was that 150 
voted in favor of tho retention of Rev. Mr. 
Maoleod's services at $3,000 per annum, and 
but six voted against it. Under theae cir- 
cumstances the Presbytery wero asked to 
dismiss tho petition. 

There was also a " reforenco " from the 
session, asking the Presbytery to decide the 
question whether it was in the powor of tho 
congregation to rcduco tho salary of the 
pastor without his consent. 

The Chairman suggested that the peti- 
tioners, all of whom occupied seats at the 
end of the hall, should come to the front. 
Tho invitation was promptly accepted. 

Rev. Mr. Winchester moved that the 
reforenco from tho session bo first disposed 
of. Tho decision on tho point then raised 
might put an end to all discussion. 

Tho Chairman suggested tho propriety of 
members of the session refraining from vot- 
irg or speaking on tho subject. 

Rev. Mr. Macleod contended that Mr. 
Winchester was uctinp quito within his 
province in moving such a resolution. 
What that gentleman desired was u ruling 
on a legal point, which might settle the 
w holo mattor. 

A long discussion ensued as to tho prcoe- 
("onoo to be given to tho documents read. 

Rev. Mr. Young declared that ho would 
bo unable to givo an intelligent voto unless 
he heard tho whole case. Ho therefore was 
in favor of hearing both pirtiea. 

Rov. Mr. Winchester contended that the 
question asked in the reference might be 
raised altogether apart from tho present 
issuo ; it might ariso at any meeting of the 
Presbytery. 

It, was ultimately decided to take up tho 
documents in the order in which they were 
read. It was, however, found thut thero 
was but one copy of each, and tho peti- 
tioners asked an opportunity of considering 
tho report of the session. Tho request was 
granted und, armed with tho documents, 
they retired. Upon their return, after

about three-quarters of an hour's absence, 

Rev. Mr. Young moved that tho whole 
matter bo referred to the Synod to bo dealt 
with. 

Tho motion was seconded by Rev. Mr. 
MaoRae, und carried without any opposi- 
tion. It, was announced that tho Synod 
would meet in tho evening at 7:.'10, when a 
time would bo fixed for dealing with the 
subject. Tho petitioners here withdrew, us 
did idso the majority of t he audience. 

The Presbytery then proceeded to discuss 
home mission work, with Rev. Mr. Macleod 
presiding. 

Rev. Mr. Young explained that owing to 
tho toverity of tho weather, ho had been un- 
able to visit some of tho missionary stations 
whish ho intended calling upon. Ho would, 



however, mako his contemplated tour s.t 
as early a duto as possible. 

The Moderator Buggested that something 
should bo done to provide a missionary for 
Denman's und Hornsby Islands. At present 
there was a monthly service held at these 
places by tho Methodists ; but thero wore 
several Presbyterian families on tho islands 
who should not bo neglected. 

" We will lose a number of our people," 
added the Moderator, " unless wo look after 
them." 

Rov. Mr. Fraser said that there wore six 
families on theso islands and he doubted if 
they would support a missionary. He, how- 
over, undertook to make inquiries into the 
matter. 

Rev. Mr. MacRue said that tho two im- 
portant stations of Motohosin and Cedar 
Hill wero now unprovided for. Ho suggest- 
ed that Mr. Campbell might attend to them 
for the, summer months, if ho did not intend 
to resume his studies at college 
- Mr. Campbell said ho would undertako 
tho duties. 

Rev. Dr. Campbell resumed tho debate on 
his motion that tho Synod ovortures, the 
General Assembly to place foroign mission- 
aries on the Hume footing to the homo Pres- 
bytery as homo missionaries are at present. 

Rev. Mr. MaoRae supported tho motion, 
and pointed out the peculiar position which 
Victoria occupied in this connection. The 
Indians resi.leut in and about the city could 
scarcely be looked upon us foreigners, nor 
could tho Chinese, seeing that they lived in 
tho city. 

The motion carried after a long discussion. 
Tho question of changing tho name of 
tho Presbytery was next debated, Rov. Mr. 
MjcKuo moving that it bo in future called 
the Victoria Presbytery, instead of as at 
present the Presbytery of Vancouver Island. 
He explained that tho Island Presbytery 
was often confounded with tho Vancouver 
Presbytery on the Mainland, and disagree- 
able mistakes were the result. Tho reason 
it was not called tho Victoria Presbytery 
in tho first instance was that thero was at 
tho tinio a Victoriu in tho East. This 
Presbytery, however, had now adopted tho 
name of Inverness. 
Tho motion carried. 

Tho following wero appointed commis- 
sioners to tho General Assembly : Rev. A. 
Fruser, Rov. D. MaoRae and Rov. Dr. 
Campbell. 

It was decided to support tho nomination 
of Rov. 1). M. Gordon, Halifax, for tho 
moderatorship of the General Assembly. 

Dr. Milne, Mr. Thornton Fell and Mr. 
Robertson, Bruntford, Ont., were appointed 
elders. 

Having decided upon Nanaimo as tho 
next pluco of meeting, and tho date first 
Wednesday in September, tho business of 
the Presbytery concluded. 

THE SY.VOU MEETING. 

There was divine service in tho First 
Presbyterian church in tho evening when 
the Synod assembled. Rev. Dr. MaoRae, 
the retiring moderator, occupied the pulpit 
and preached from Romans I — 13-16. 

In the course of his remarks tho reverend 
gentleman gave a briof sketch of the origin 
and progress of tho church in British 
Columbia, down to tho formation of tho 
Presbytery of Columbia in 1SSU, and its 
division in July last into the threo Presby- 
teries now existing. Tho Presbytery of 
Columbia reported for the first year nino 
ministors on tho roll, forty-five churches and 
mission stations, 245 communicants, and 
$11,0121 was raised for all purposes. For 
tho year just closed thero wero reported 
twenty-throe ministers on tho roll, sixty-nine 
churches and mission stations, 2,10S com- 
municants, and S?.")9,751 raiBed for church 
purposes. 

At tho conclusion of his sermon Rov. Mr. 
MacRao called upon tho Synod to appoint 
his successor in the moderator's chair, and 
expressed his thanks for tho honor which ho 
had enjoyed und tho support accorded him. 

Rev. Mr. Macleod nominated tho Rov. 
Thos. Scoullar, New Westminster. 

Tho motion was seconded by Rev. Dr. 
Campbell and carried unanimously. 

Tho newly elected moderator was then 
escorted to the vestry room and invested 
with the robes of olbce. On tuking tho 
chair he expressed his thanks for the honor 
conferred on him. 

Rev. E. D. McLaren moved a vote of thanks 
to the retiring moderator, which was 
seconded by Hov. G, R. Maxwell and carried. 
Rov. Mr. MacRao briefly replied. 
Arrangements for tho crnduct of tho 
business of the session wero then proceeded 
with. It was decided that tho Synod 
should meet each morning at 10 o'clock and 
adjourn at 1 o'clock till 2:'M); then sit till G 
o'clock and resume work again ut 7:30 until 
10 o'clock p. m. 

Rev. J. M. McLeed, Rev. Dr. Campbell, 
Rev. Alex. Young and Rev. D. MaoRae 
were appointed a committee on business. 
They will meet at 9 o'clock this morning.

Ills Latest Brandenburg Deliverance Much 
More Pacific and Pleasing. 

BERLIN, March 1. — Emperor William 
failed to mako the Bensational Bpeech ex- 
pected of him at tho banquet of tho Bran- 
denburg diet, this evening. Ho spolto with 
unwonted earnestness and animation, but 
gave utterance to no such surprising senti- 
ment as that expressed by him a year ago 
concerning the treatment of all malcontents 
in the Empire. Part of his speech wus as 
follows : " The living generation is 
fond of comparing tho monarch ial 
traditions of the past with tho 
present regimen, to the disadvantage of tho 
latter. This is a fruitless task. Lot us 
look back upon tho splendid past without 
useless regret. Let us endeavor to become 
worthy of our ancestors' deods. I myself 
hopo to establish n stato of thirig-i with 
which all Germans who dtsire to bo content 
will be contented. I hopo that tho good- 
will of my people will strengthen my reso- 
lution, although I know it will be impos- 
sible to satisfy everybody." The Emperor 
made no direct reference to the army bill, 
but spoke emphatically of the hearty accord 
in which ho found himself with his Chan- 
cellor, Count von Caprivi.

Respecting the Aeseesment Roll, 

Bo It onncted by the Corporation of tho City 
of Victoria, by tho Counoil Ihoroof, aa followat 

1. It is hereby declared that a diatinction for 
tho ptirpoeo of assessment shall bo mndo bo. 
tween land and Improvements aituato within 
tho municipality limits of tho Corporation of 
tho City of Victoria. 

2. Land aituato within tho aald Hmlta 
shall be estlmatod for tho purpose of aascBS- 
mont at its actual cash valuo, ub it would bo 
appraised in payment of a jUHt debt from a 
solvent dobtor. 

3. Improvements sltuato within tho said 
limits Bhall bo estimated for tho purpose of 
assessment at llfty per cont of thoir actual cash 
valuo, as thoy would bo appraised in payment 
of a just dobt from a solvent deb L or. 

Tho Assessor shall begin to mako tho 
assessment on or beforo tho fourth Friday In 
January, and comploto tho aamo on or boforo 
tho second Tuesday in May, and tho assess- 
ment shall bo made on tho anidoccondTuosday 
in May in oach year. 

5. Tho Assessment Roll shall bo returned by 
tho Assessor to tho Clerk of tho Municipal- 
ity on or beforo tho third Saturday In May 
In each yoar. 

C, In tho construction of this by-law tho ex- 
pressions " Land " and "Improveinonta" shall 
have respectively tho meanings glvon to them 
in Section 2 of tho Municipal Act.

THE WRONG PRINCIPLE. 

We see by the " Orders of tho Day " that 
Mr. Brown intends to movo tho insertion 
in Bill No. ,31 of a section which will estab 
lish manhood and residential suffrage in the 
municipality of New Westminster, and 
which provides that tho elector will bo ablo 
to vote in only one ward. This is indeed a 
radical measure, and puts Mr. Brown as 
regards voting power on a level with his 
stable boy, provided that stablo boy is a 
British Bubject of full age and has paid his 
taxes. 

By this we concludo that Mr. Brown's 
idea of a municipality iB that it is a political 
body in which all tho members have equal 
rights and powers. Is this tho correct 
idea ? Is a municipality not rather of the 
nature of a joint stock concern in which tho 
power of the stockholders is in proportion 
to tho number of shares they hold 1 Would 
it be fair, for instance, if tho holder of one 
share in a banking company should claim 
.to have as great voting power as the owner 
of a hundred shares? In this case tho in 
justice is so apparent that it can be 
readily seen by tho shallowest demagogue. 
Well, we ask, is it at all fairer that Mr. 
Brown's stablo boy, who can neither read 
nor write, and who does not possess a single 
dollar's worth of property within tho city's 
limits, shall have the same voting power in 
the choice of the men to manage the affairs 
of tho municipality as Mr. Brown, who is, 
by our hypothesis, a man of ubility and in- 
telligence, and who possesses ptoporty in 
every ward of tho city ? 

It does not require a very profound 
thinker to see that whother the city is well 
or ill governed, heavily or lightly taxed, 
■whether it haB the improvements it needs or 
whother it is decided it shall go without 
them, whether tho officials aro capablo and 
honest or incapable and dishonest, aro mat- 
ters about which tho illiterate, penniless 
.stable boy takes little thought, while they 
affect tho rich and intelligent Mr. Brown 
most seriously and aro to him of tho deep 
eat concern. Then, too, tho vote of 
tho ignorant stable boy can be in 
fluenccd by any blatant demagoguo 
who tells him what he believes to 
bo a fine story, or worao still, it may bo 
bought with a price. Yet at tho polh his 
voto counts for as much as that of tho man 
who is most deeply interested in tho welfare 
of tho city, and who is woll able to judge of 
what iB best for its good. While it is right 
thatthestabloboy who contributes to tho rev 
enuo of the municipality should have a voice 
in tho management of tho municipality's af- 
fairs, it is surely unreasonable to place him, 
unlettered as ho is, with so small an interest 
iu tho concern, on a level with intelligent 
men who are seriously affected by tho good 
or bad management of tho corporation's 
affairs. 

Itis.inour opinion, a mistake to hold 
that oitica should be governed on political 
principles. Properly considered tho corpor 
ution of a city is as much a business concern 
as an electric light company or a railway 
company. What have politics to do with 



making the streets of a city or with keeping 
thorn in repair, with its drainage, with sup- 
plying it with water, with lighting it, with 
keeping it clean and with tho other work 
which a city corporat ion has to do ? Is it 
not reasonable to maintain that thoso who 
pay the most towards tho several services, 
and who have tho greatest interest in hav- 
ing the corporation's duties well performed, 
should have tho greatest influence in choos- 
ing tho men who aro to do 
tho city's business? Of course 
thoro should be a limit to tho influence of 
property in tho management of a city'a 
affairs, but allowing it oven its full propor- 
tion of voting power would not, wo bo- 
lievo, bo so injurious to tho welfare of a 
municipality as depriving it of all power 
and placing the representation on tho basis 
of manhood alone. In no other business 
combination is tho principlo of manhood 
alono recognized, and wo cannot see why it 
should be tho sole basis of representation in 
Now Westminster or in any other city. 

Universal manhood auffrago as appliod to 
cities haB not beou such a success in tho 
United States that wo Bhould desire to im- 
port it into tho city governments of this 
Dominion. Tho corporation of uearly every 
largo city in tho United States is a Biuk of 
iniquity. Corruption iB general and so im- 
pudent that it hardly ta*kes tho troublo to 
put on a disguise. Men of character and 
standing as a rulo give civic polities a wide 
berth, and when they do interfere in civic 
affairs it is to endeavor to remedy tho ovils 
which tho representatives elected by uni- 
versal suffrago and tho bosses who manipu 
late tho popular vote have brought upon tho 
citizens. 



hard that tho m3n who work the land and 
produoe as much of tho food of 
England as is raised at home, must bo com- 
pelled to livo on the wrong sido of the lino 
of starvation. 

Suffering for want of proper and sufficient 
food is, however, no new thing among tho 
Wiltshire farm laborers, for tho oditor 
finds it necessary to say: " There is no gain- 
saying the statement that his condition is 
very much improved and that it is still im- 
proving, that as compared with tho 'rosy' 
days of Protection, reminiscent of barley 
bunnock, tho Wiltshire laborer is a hundred 
por cent, better off than ho was." It is, wo 
must confess, from tho editor's own descrip- 
tion, hard to conceive what must have been 
tho atato of tho Wiltshire farm laborer 
when it was fifty por cent, less tolerable 
than it is now. It is cheering to find, too, 
that tho improvement is Btill going on. Let 
us hope that this amelioration will bo both 
general and rapid, for it would appear to uh 
that tho existence of so much misery and 
Buffering cannot but bo dangerous to tho 
state. 



A HARD LOT. 

A thoughtful correspondent has kindly 
sent us a copy of the Salisbury Times and 
South Wilts Gazette. Tho editorial of this 
paper is by no mean3 pleasant reading. It 
is, in fact, not an editorial ut all. It is an 
inquiry into the condition of the Wiltshire 
laborer, and ends with a pathetic and 
powerful uppoal by tho editor to tho Bishop 
of the diocese, the clergy and the gentry of 
the county, to bo moro liberal than they 
havo hitherto been to tho farm laborer. 

The immcdiato cause of the appeal was 
tho lowering of the wages of tho laborers of 
Wilts from cloven shillings a week to ten 
shillings. This deduction eeems to havo 
been tho last straw that was required to 
break the spirit of the unhappy men who 
were employed in tilling the soil of tho 
county of Wiltshire. It must bo, to the 
great majority of Canadians, a mystery how 
u man can keep his wife and children from 
starving on two dollars and sixty seven cents 
a week. Tho pittance seems horribly insuf- 
ficient, and ono does not wonder when ho 
hears that taking twenty-four cents from it 
filled tho hearts of the laborers and their 
friends with despair. 

The editor of the Salisbury Times tried 
to find out how the peoplo managed to exist 
on ten shillings a week. Ho asked a laborer 
whom he visited, how ho contrived to make 
ten shillings a week feed himself, his wifo 
and threo children. We give tho reply 
from tho oditor's narrative : 

" Livo," says he, " it isn't living ; it's 
starving. It's a mystery how wo do live I " 
" Yes," chimes in the woman, " very often 
I sit down to a piece of dry bread and an 
onion." 

" Nonsense," I said. " Yes, sir, it's quito 
true, and how can us poor ' blids ' cet any- 
thing elso out ot ten shillings a week, what 
is it after you have paid a shilling a week 
out of it for this ' hovel.' " 

" Stop," I said, " do you mean to say 
that you havo to pay house rent out of ten 
shillings a week ? 

" Yes, and maater docks tho rent overy 
reckoning night — once a fortnight, you 
know." 

" Do you rent off the farmer or tho land- 
owner ? " 

" Oh, off tho farmer, but soino of them 
rents under the 'Squire." 

She resumes the talo of what she has left 
after Bho has paid for the " hovel," though 
I must say it is not a shanty altogether to 
be despised. " Then we must have some 
firing; we can't starve with the cold, and 
'long this time of year you can't wash the 
clothes and keep yourself warm at much 
less than eighteen penuorth of coal. That 
leaves us seven anil sixpence for bread, a 
little tea, sugar, lights, and all tho things 
you want in a house, and to provide clothes 
for us uvo." 

" Tell mo how you mauagc to livo upon 
it." 

Into more minute details she couldn't go. 
It is a mystery how did thoy live, but there 
they had to somehow. The man avowed 
that often he goes for three days together 
without tasting a bit of meat, Of course, 
ho has an allotment ; still, that has to bo 
paid for, and ho baa to put something into 
it or he gets a very poor crop. A half-hour 
has passed and the man is tidgotingly look- 
ing at tho clock, which points to ten 
minutes to one, and ho lias to bo back on 
the farm, about half a mile distant, by ono 
o'clock. 

It is no wonder that this man wore " a 
heavy, dull, despairing look," and that he 
had becomo ahm st reckless. When it is 
considered that there aro thousands upon 
thousands of mon in almost the samo con- 
dition, it is no wonder that tho demagogues 
and tho socialists finds in Great Britain 
multitudes to listen to their inflammatory 
appeals and their plausible theories. The 
wonder is that tho people aro so patient 
and that thoy bear their hard lot so quietly. 

Tho present, as every one knows, is a 
time of great agricultural depression in 
Great Britain, but times aro not surely so 



Highest of all in Leavening Tower — Latest U. S. Gov't Report. 
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A PRUDENT PUGILIST. 

It appears that Mitchell tho pugilist is 
wise in his generation. lie haa no idea of 
contributing to tho amusement of tho 
American public, and of standing any num- 
ber of hurd knocks on the mere chance of his 
winning the fight. Tho Toronto Mail says : 
" llo wishes to arrango for a respectable 
sum of monoy to be paid him whether ho 
wins or whether ho lose J in his coming 
battlo. This muBt certainly disqualify him 
in tho eyes of sportsmen from being placed 
on a very high pinnacle of approbation." 

It seems to us that the said sportsmen are 
very selfish and very unreasonable if they 
expect Mitchell to bo pounded almost 
to a jelly for their delectation with- 
out his being euro of something sub- 
stantial in return. Ho gets up tho show 
for them, for if thoy did not tako a delight 
in seeing men pounding each other's bodies 
and smashing each other's faces, and in read- 
ing about such pounding and smashing, it 
would not. he worth Mitchell's while to 
adopt tho profession of pugilist. It is they 
who have created the profession, and they 
ought to be liberal enough to support it 
handsomely. They ought in reason to pay 
both combatants, and to give tho ono that 
loses rather more, if anything, than the man 
who wins. Tho winner gets the praise and 
the admiration of the sporting fraternity 
and tho lion's Bharo of the money besides, 
while tho loser gets tho pounding and tho 
discredit, but very little cash. Yet ho is 
as necessary to tho exhibition as tho victor. 
Without him there would havo been no 
match, and consequently no fun. Then let 
him bo paid by all means. Mitchell showed 
his discretion in wanting to get woll paid 
whatever the result of tho event may bo.

The regular business of tho Jubileo Hos- 
pital occupied the attention of the Board of 
Directors for threo busy hours at tho usual 
monthly meeting just hold. President 
Joshua Daviea filled the chair, and there 
wero also present Messrs. Charles Hay ward, 
George Byrnes, W. M. Chudley, I. Braver- 
man, G. Brown, E Crow Baker, Alexander 
\\ ilson, H. D. Helmcken, J. Stuart Yates 
and John liraden. The meeting was held in 
the offices of Messrs. Yates, Jay & Rnssell 

Tho first business of tho evening was tho 
consideration of the Visiting committee's 
reports for January and February, which 
wero passed. 

It was decided not to present tho ncrBea' 
medals and diplomas until it can ho ascer- 
tained if the Government will allow tho use 
of tho Provincial coatof-arms on 
tho latter. The matter of present- 
ing special certificates or diplomas 
to the nurses who volunteered for duty and 
served tho suffering so faithfully during the 
smallpox epidemic, was also dofcrred, tho 
presentations to bo made at ono and the 
same time. 

Tho heating of the hospital, alterations to 
the kitchen, separate quarters for tho resi- 
dent medical officer, and tho subject matter 
of tho recent controversy between the 
Municipal Council and tho Hospital Board 
were next dealt with, and finally referred 
to tho committee formerly appointed. 

Messrs. Joshua Daviea, W. M. Chudley 
and J. Stuart Yates wero named as a speciul 
committee to wait upon tho Government 
with a view to securing a moro adequate 
subsidy to meet the necessary expenditures 
of tho hospital. 

In keeping with tho recommendation of 
the medical superintendent, it was decided 
to try tho experiment of the checking sys- 
tem now in voguo at the Royal Naval Hos- 
pital, in recording tho receipt aud distribu- 
tion of provisions, etc. It was also decided 
that tho supervision of tho cooking shall in 
future bo purt of the matron's duties, the 
steward, relieved of this responsibility, be- 
ing secured moro timo for purveying and 
issuing supplies. 

The other prominent item of the evening's 
business was tho passage of tho January 
accounts, which amounted in tho aggregate 
to aomething over $1,500. 

It is understood that tho Dominion Gov- 
ernment have decided to close with the 
offer of tho Board in regard to tho care of 
sick mariners, and that the latter will here- 
after bo taken direct to the Jubilee upon 
entering port, tho Marino hospital to be 
closed.

TWENTY-FIRST DAY.

ItEroilTS 01* COMMITTEES. 
Mil. Maiitin from the I'rivato Bills com- 
mittee reported the following bills : An 
Act to incorporate Whetham college. An 
Act to incorporate the Masonic Temple 
Association of Victoria, B.O. 

(jUESTION' OP I'ROCEDt'HK, 

Mn. Eiikrts aBked Mr. Speaker's ruling 
on the following question of procoduro : 
Has the Private Hills committee any power 
to make any material alteration in a hill 
lieforo it without giving duo notice of the 
same to all parties interested who may then 
be present? 

Mr. SPEAKER after some discussion de- 
cided that the committee had not. 

The report was withdrawn. 

RAILWAY COMMITTEE HEl'ORT. 

Mr. Booth, from tho Railway committee, 
reported tho preamblo proved of a bill to 
incorporate tho Nakusp and Slocun railway, 
and submitted the bumo with amendments. 
They alao drew attention to suction 5, which 
Boemed to ask for privileges not contem- 
plated in the notice, and recommended, in 
tho interests of tho public, that these privi- 
leges be grunted. 

RULED OUT OF ORDER. 

The petition of John Rigga was ruled out 
of order. 

ItEVEhSTOKK TOW.NSITI! LANDS. 

Mr. KellIE moved, seconded by Mr. 
Cotton, "That whereas no satisfaction can 
bo obtained relating to the purchase or pre- 
emption of lands in tho Twenty-Mile belt ; 
and whereas tho inaotivo policy of tho 
Dominion Govornment is retarding tho set- 
tlement of lands in Kootenay ; and whereas 
purchasers of lots made ueveu years ago in 
tho Rovolstoko townsito havo been unable, 
through litigation, to perfect titles to said 
lota ; therefore bo it resolved, that an hum- 
ble address be presented to tho Lieutenant- 
Governor, praying him to tako buoIi stepB aB 
will beat promote tho settlement of said 
lauds, and allow purchasers to perfect titles 
to said lots in Revelstoke." 

Mr. Kelxie said that ho brought this 
resolution up in this way for the purposo of 
getting some information on the matter. 
Tho fact was that parlies who had tried to 
get land in the townsito, parties who bought. 
from the Dominion, were unable to perfect 
their titles. They could not acquire pro- 
perty by purchase or pre-emption, or in any 
other way, and wished to have the difficul- 
ties which were in the way rsmoved as soon 
aa possible. He was sure the Government 
would do all in its power in this matter, 
and could assure lion, members of' the 
Houso that anything done in I his direction 
would be received as a great servico by 
people in that section of the Provinco. 

Hon. Mr. Davie in the course of 
his remarks said that there was not 
much mne to add to what had been 
said upon this subject in tho do- 
bato on the address to His Honor 
tho Lieutenant-Governor and subsequent- 
ly. At that time ho took occasion 
to say that tho IIouso would bo aBked to 
provide the money necessary to uphold tho 
rights of the Provinco aB against the elaima 
of the Dominion before tho proper tribunal, 
the Privy Council. As was stated at that 
time, the Dominion Government was assum- 
ing the Btatus of a freeholder and had urn 
dertaken to give grunts of land in the 
Revelatoke townBito and elsowhere in Her 
Majesty's name. So far as tho present 
motion went, he presumed that tho pur- 
chasers referred to in it, were purchasers 
from the Dominion Government. The rea- 
son why those land titles could not be 
registered was that a Crown patent had al- 
ready been issued by the Province to Mr. 
Farwell. No Btepa had been taken to have 
this patent rescinded, and so long as it was 
in existence no other title could be regis- 
tered. Last year an action was begun by the 
Dominion Government to havo this titlo ro 
ecinded, but the judgment of tho Exchequer 
court, in which ihe cobo was tried, hud not 
yet been given. When it was given thero 
was little doubt it would bo taken further, 
either by the Dominion Government or by 
Mr. Farwell. In conclusion, he hoped, 
now that the information had been ob- 
tained, tho motion would not be pressed. 

The motion was withdrawn. 

B. C. SOUTHERN RAILWAY. 

Mr. Smith moved tho second reading of 
the bill to amend tho B. C. Southern Rail- 
way Incorporation act ; bill read a second 
time, to be committeed to morrow. 

RED MOUNTAIN RAILWAY. 

Mr. Cr'iit moved the second reading of 
tho bill to incorporate the Red Mountuiu 
Railway. 

Hon. Mr. Bbaven suggested that the 
method of granting railway charters was 
wrong, as a map of the Province looked 
like a gridiron, whilo the actual railways 
were few and far botwecu.

Mr. Brown moved the second reading of 
the bill to incorporate tho R. C. Bishop of 
New Westminster; read a second time, to be 
committeed Friday. 

I'UIILIC health act. 

Tho Houso went into committee of tho 
whole on the Public Health Act, Mr. Grant 
in tho chair. 

Tho firBt amendment of importance wua 
by Mr. Brown, to do away with compulsory 
removal. After some discussion, 

Hon. Mr Davie said that if tho House 
were legislating with feelings of sympathy, 
regard, etc., for lion, members themselves 
and their friends with respect to their treat- 
ment in all cases of Illness, they might bo 
induced to vote for the amendment, but bet- 
ter judgment should not be Bet aside on ac- 
count of personal feelings. Ho drew atten- 
tion to the language of the report of the 
recent Royal Commission, which advised 
compulsory removal in no uncertain lan- 
guage. Having regard to tho atom sense of 
duty jind to the beat interests of the public 
health, thero must bo compulsory removal 
in cases of virulent and contagious diseases, 
although ho thought that it might be advis- 
able to have a medical certificate that tho 
removal could take pluea without danger to 
the life of the patient ; and further, that it 
was necessary in order to prevent the spread 
of tiro .disease. 

Tho amendment was lost.

Ono gives us a Josephine waist of velvet 
draped with silk tissue, and with jew- 
eled holt and sleeve loops, nnd a skirt of 
crepe do chine, with a stingy little gold 
embroidery and rufllent tho bottom. 

Another shows something that has 
survived tho mold and mildew of cen- 
turies and is as fresh and bright as if 
conceived hut yesterday. Ono shows a 
trim, long waist of moiro trimmed all 
around with closely curled ostrich 
plumes, with gauzo butterfly wings on 
tho shoulders and a priceless lace bertha, 
and so it goes on. Our remotest ances- 
tors hobnob with tho creations of a day, 
and all of them aro pretty. "You pays 
your money, and yon takes your choice," 
and can bo a Greek goddess divinely tall 
or you can bo a dainty Dolly Varden. 
You can havo classic linked chains in 
your hair or you can wear a wreath of 
ropes, as did tho much bewailed young 
woman of soino generations ngo. Sho 
woro them on her snowy brow. Our 
modern belles prefer to sew tiny bunches 
of real violets upon their fans nnd fill 
tho air with sweetness, ns tho blossoms 
wither and die in the heat of a ballroom. 




FOU THE LAST BALL OF THE SEASON. 

I saw a beautiful ball dress which was 
Bent from abroad for Mrs. Willio Yan- 
derbilt, but it had been sent for altera- 
tion in somo detail to my own dress- 
maker, nnd she gavo mo a sly peep at it. 
It was of tho richest and most superb 
quality of peau do soie in a delicate 
cream color, and embroidered at tho bot- 
tom in buttercup colored silk and silver, 
the slashes opening over a mauve satin 
underskirt. Tho dress was cut en prin- 
cesso and was slightly draped in front 
under tho openings, which had band of 
narrower embroidery. Tho waist was 
cut square across to tho armpits, and 
from this fell a drapery of point do 
venigo of the most exquisite quality, and 
tho sleeves wero made of the samo. There 
wero mordoro velvet straps, and rosettes 
of the same adorned tho shoulders and 
sleeves. A white ostrich plume fan, 
with pearl and gold sticks, completed this 
elegant dress. I should havo said that 
tho train was of tho samo silk, lined with 
mauve satin. 

A dancing dress for 3Iiss Adolo Sloan, 
ono of tho beauties of tho season and a 
Vanderbilt granddaughter, is to ho worn 
at this ball, and it is of the daintiest de- 
scription. It has an underskirt of white 
glaco silk and is just a nico dancing 
length, with two deep laco flounces at 
tho bottom. Tho upper skirt is of white 
silk tissue, with tiny rosebuds embroid- 
ered on it, and where tho flounces are 
sown to the tissue thcro is a wreath of 
roses all around tho skirt. Tlio samo ex- 
tends all around tho shoulders.

Thoro is a sash of 
leaf green Florentine silk, which forms 
two large loops and ends in tlio back. 
Tho hair is arranged in a peculiar man- 
ner and has a wreatli around tho knot.

Long gloves, which reach to the sleeve 
of all short sleeved dresses, aro now do 
riguour, as they were iu our great-great- 
grandmother's time, but for tho long 
sleeves we can wear 2-button gloves if

wo wish and let them go in under tho 
sleovo, or we can wear them long nnd 
outsido the sleeve. Probably tho f.ivorito 
glovo of tho season is tho pearl dressed 
kid. None is so satisfactory from many 
standpoints. 

I havo just been reveling in laces all 
this week, for I am choosing a wedding 
outfit for a friend of mine who lives 
away oil' in Chicago, and while tho old 
laces are always precious tlio new ones 
aro almost equally pretty. A novelty of 
this season is colored chantilly. It is 
blue, lilac, old gold, pink and red. It 
will bo largely used iu trimming tho 
Sheer muslins and lawns that como in ull 



thoso shades, and the widths aro unusual, 
being sometimes 10 and 1 3 inches. 

Thero aro many now black nets shown 
dow, and it is said they will bo largely 
used to make summer gowns whero tho 
anderdress will bo princess, and this 
laco will bang looso from a yoke. 

Tho silk figured drapery nets uro made 
15 inches wido for the purpose, and there 
aro other nets whero tho figuro is plain 
and open, liko fish not and Russian. Nar- 
row velvet is needed as trimming at tho 
bottom. Tho new veils in purple, bluo 
Mid green aro really beautiful in spite of 
their high colors. Thero is also a new 
chiffon veil, which is very becoming, and 
odiles t of all aro tho grenadino veilings 
with plaid borders. Black veils with 
and without dots and figures aro always 
popular, and I saw somo round veils in 
chantilly with exquisito borders and 
dots in tlio center. I think I should havo 
called these mask veils, ns they aro only 
about largo enough to cover tho face. 

Among tho more expensive laces wero 
many novelties in pattern nnd design in 
point alencon, lierre, argentin brussels 
point and combinations of effect of black 
and white or cream or bourro shades. 
Tho difference in cream and beurro 
shades is just that between cream and 
butter, but not tho very yellow butter of 
commerce. 

I noticed many beaded laces and 
spangled laces. Tho white laces havo 
white glass beadu, pearls, or "satin bu- 
gles," which aro long beads of glass 
with a satin luster on the inside. They 
aro sown on in a manner which repro- 
duces the design of tho lace and aro very 
pretty. Tho black ones done on chan- 
tilly laco aro very handsome. Tho jet 
beads aro usually small and fine, but 
somo aro long and fluted and by aid of 
the differenco in their shape tho figures 
in tho laco aro well followed. Tho laco 
becomes very heavy by this treatment 
and is only suitable for trimming heavy 
goods and to somo extent in millinery. 

Thero aro somo new spring dress ma- 
terials this week that aro very well worth 
special mention, and among them thero 
is a changeable diagonal which is iudo- 
scribably rich. They claim that thero 
aro 2i distinct colorings in it, and that in 
that manner it produces four times as 
many shades as it folds and moves. Lifo 
is too short for a woman to spend her 
time counting them, hut tho goods is a 
study of effects in light and shade and 
superb iu quality, nnd tho general effect 
is of ono soft, pleasing tone. 

There are somo Scotch bannockburns 
of excellent quality, and they make up 
into such serviceable gowns. They aro 
mostly in natural wool and tinted effects 
and misty, broken plaids. They aro al- 
ways good value, though a littlo costly. 
Thoro is a crepon, with a check thrown 
up, of plain color over an iridescent effect. 

I do not think it lias ever been at- 
tempted before to try for a changeable 
effect in cotton goods, but this season 
nearly half the ginghams, chambrays 
and somo sateens havo at least two 
shades combined in that manner, and 
certainly one-half tho silk and several 
woolen fabrics. Somo of theso chame- 
leon colorings aro very beautiful, and 
somo moro striking than truly elegant. 
Somo havo red and bluo combined, so ns 
to look liko a purple dove. Others havo 
gray, blue and pink. Others again show 
red and green in real fighting shades, 
and yet they aro all beautiful, breaking 
up ns they do into new su prises with 
every move.

Sho who would bo attractive in person 
studies her own health — what sho may 
and may not do with immunity, what 
tires or wears upon her and what is re- 
freshing and exhilarating. Sho avoids 
medicines and doctors, knowing that a 
semi-invalid has few bodily charms, but 
sho scrupulously follows all thoso simple 
laws of hygieno which may bo adopted 
without exciting comment.

Sho has in mind that 
first impression made upon every ono by 
tho beauty Langtry, which was voiced 
by one person: "Sho seems as though 
sho had that moment come from her 
hath. Tho effect of spotless cleanliness 
is at the back of her reputation for good 
looks." 

Tho attractive woman reads, too, and 
observes sharply. Sho may not bo nat- 
urally very clever, and if not she is at 
least wise enough to bo unassuming. A 
pretense at pedantry would render laugh- 
able another Cleopatra. Still, because 
comeliness is only "skin deep" and may 
pall upon tlio constant observer, sho has 
sufficient wit to seek for other graces 
of every sort and kind, among the rest, 
those that como from a plentiful supply 
of small talk and from a general knowl- 
edge of men and things as they are re- 
corded in tho daily papers. Sho "keeps 
up with tho times," as an old fashioned 
saying has it. 

Thero is ono tiling more. The fine fig- 
uro of n woman is not complete unless it 
is well molded physically and mentally 
— as has been seen — and also spiritually 
as well. Sho must havo tact to imitate 
virtues if sho havo them not, and so nov- 
er to offend by suggestion of immodesty, 
irreverence or coarseness of thought or 
action. Then, in sooth, is this — shall wo 
say rara avis?— nobly planned "to warn, 
to comfort and command."
